Judge F. O. Mc Kinsey in district 
court Saturday denied the motion for 
another trial in the J. A. Giles case, 
which resulted in a conviction for 
the 
form er 
cashier 
of 
tile 
Park 
Springs bank on a charge of taking 
funds of the institution on February 
21st, 1922. 
The case will be taken 
to the suprem e court by A ttorney 
Frank J. Ford, council for Mr. Giles. 
F ollow ing the ruling of the court 
here, Mr. Giles made application for 
bail, which w as allowed, pending his 
appeal to the suprem e court. 
H e 
was released on $1,500 bond. 
As reported in last w eek ’s M essen­ 
ger, the jury assessed G iles’ punish­ 
m ent at five years in state prison. 
The jury was thought to be hopelessly 
tied up after it had been out a dav 
and 
night, 
the 
impression 
having 
gained currency that tnree of t h e , 
jurym en were standing out for an j 
acquittal. 
It was learned after the 
verdict was brought in that the ques 
tion of a suspended sentence kept the 
jury 
from 
bringing 
in 
a 
verdict 
earlier in the proceedings. 
Mrs. McKinney, the star w itness 
against Giles, and who it was alleged 
left the state with the young banker 
after the “touching up” of the bank, j 
left for her hom e im m ediately after j 
giving her testim ony in 
the case. 
W hen Mr. Gil'es was liberated S a tu r -1 
day he went to his home near Bridge- 1 
port. 
Mr. Giles before becoming involved j 
in the bank-sw indling affair, was one 


of tile .most prom inent and progres 
sire citizens 
of the 
Park 
.Springs 
country. 
H e was recognized as one 
of Park Springs best citizens, and for 
several years was the active cashier 
and m anager of the banking in stitu ­ 
tion at that place. 
Mrs. M cKinney, 
w ho admitted on the w itness stand 
of leaving the state in com pany with 
Giles, going to K ansas City, and then 
into Canada, operated a cold drink 
and confectionery business in Park 
Springs, her establishm ent being in 
the bank building block. 
Giles pat­ 
ronized the confectionery and there 
becam e acquainted with the lady. 
A 
warm 
friendship 
between 
the 
two 
sprang up, which resulted in so m e­ 
thing m ore serious, term inating in 
the sensational flight of the two from 
the state and a large sum of money 
m issing from the bank. 
After eight 
w eeks of “sight seein g” and frolic in 
the northwest, the pair, at the su g ­ 
gestion of Giles, returned south, sep­ 
arating in New Mexico, w here Mrs. 
M cKinney stopped with relatives, anil 
Giles returned home, com ing to D eca­ 
tur and surrendering to the sheriff 
of the county. 
Mr. Malone, who was 
sheriff at the 
time, 
testified 
that 
every effort was made to apprehend 
Giles in his flight, but no trace of 
him could be found. 
It was thought 
that Giles had gone into Mexico, and 
during the early days of the search 
several reports reached Decatur that 
he and Mrs. M cKinney had been seen 
in towns in Mexico.

A. Y. Leslie was here from Alvord 
Monday. 
He told a M essenger repre­ 
sentative 
about

fishing 
expedition that he and Congressman 
Guinn W illiam s enjoyed last w eek on 
the 
C herryholm es 
ranch 
in 
Jack 
county. 
A. Y. stated that the con­ 
gressm an Is som e fisherm an, catching 
a num ber of choice channel cat and 
drum, using grass-hoppers as bait. 
“Guinn would go out into a field and 
catch one grass-hopprr, after a hot 
chase,” said A. Y., “ and returning 
to the stream he would bait his hook. 
W hen a wandering fish w ould eat the 
bait, the congressm an 
would 
land 
him, and out into the field we would 
go after another gross-happer. 
It did 
not seem to appeal to him that it he 
would catch several Tuppers on one 
trip much time would be saved, but 
w henever he caught one he would 
com e a-running for the stream to 
bait his hook. 
W e m ade a hasty 
calculation of the trips he m ade after 
grass-hoppers, and w e figured that 
be w alked and ran a tittle over one 
mile for each bait he u sed .” 
The fisherm en were loud in their 
praise of Colonel Tom Cherryholm es 
as a host. 
“There are few men In 
Texas lik e Cherry,” continued Mr. 
Leslie.

It is reckoned now that the major* 
ity of the cotton grow in g farm ers of 
this trade territory are go in g to m ake 
som e m anner of fig h t on the boil 
w eevil. 
V arious contrivances w ill bo 
used, ranging from the hand-picking 
and destruction of punctured squares 
on sm aller areas, to the adoption of 
m ethods of hom e m anu facture which, 
under use, w ill agitate several rows 
o f th e crop at a goin g and thus 
enable the farm er to finish the work 
on a given crop in quicker tim e. 
Included in this list are poles and 
rods clam ped across the cultivator, 
hobbles of chains and sacks on the 
cultivator feet for d ragging over the 
rows and tree lim bs and brushes cut 
from th e woods. 
There is a large 
num ber of the regulation m achine 
w eevil catchers in the country and, 
with few exceptions, these are g oin g 
to be put in use and others ordered. 
The w eather itself being dry and 
hot is viewed as being detrim ealnt to 
the m ultiplication of the w eevil, in 
that m any of the squares w hich fall 
off the plant are shriveled in the sun 
before the grub has had tim e to 
m ature. 
Dependence of the weather, h o w ­ 
ever, does not characterize the a t t i­ 
tude of the average farmer. 
N either 
is he being dissuaded from the fig h t 
by the indifference of som e men w ho 
do not believe a fight is worth while. 
F e is sim ply going ahead and doing 
what he can to retard and abate tho 
destruction of the past in the hop^ 
and under the conviction that he will 
I e rewarded for his industry. 
And 
d oubtless he will. 
It now seem s to be tile concensus 
of opinion that prolonged cultivation 
ur.d agitation is essential to a larger 
yield than would 
otherw ise occur. 
Men w ho quit the crop early and 
turn it over to the m ercies of the 
past are thought to be the ones w ho 
will have the less cotton to m arket 
in the fall. 
An opinion believed to 
be well founded bas been expresse > 
that it is most essential to go over 
the crop as often as possible w ith 
som e kind of a tool Hist will clean 
and jar and keep the w eevils in com 
motion 
and 
the 
injured 
squares 
knocked off, and that It w ill pay to 
cu ltivate the crop 
ligh tly ever so 
often until Hie yield is safely made. 
The destruction of the weevil will 
be at 
its worst this month. 
It is 
then that tile big sw arm will com e 
if it com es at all and it is then that 
the farm er must matte his hardest 
fight if he gathers any cotton. 
It 
has been noted from the state paper* 
that the counties east from here in 
the region of Fanntn county hav^ 
inauguarted great bol! w eevil fight 
m g cam paigns, and that 
they are 
resorting even 
to 
the 
offering 
of 
prizes 
for 
the 
largest 
num ber 
of 
punctured squares brought in. 
It is 
thus indicated that W ise is not the 
only county which has seen fit to 
w age a cam paign for the purpose o f 
bringing this great 
m enace to th-* 
public notice, to tile end that a p o ssi­ 
ble and probable calam ity m ay be 
saved 
to 
the 
farm s 
and 
business 
industry, 
A circular prepared by the D ecatur 
cham ber of com m erce has been sent 
to all parts of W ise county. 
It bears 
the 
testim onials 
and 
evidence 
of 
farm ers who have fought the pest by 
all kinds of contrivances. 
It pleads 
that men will lay down their p reju ­ 
dices and their hurtful beliefs and 
opinions, and m ake an honest, p er­ 
sistent, determ ined w arfare against 
an evil that threatens the unsettle 
m ent of the best of everything w e 
have so far erected. 
U ntil science 
trium phs over the w eevil in som** 
reliable and definite m anner the only 
thing that farm ers can now do is to 
follow the com m on sense teaching 
the country, and that is to fight the 
w eevil to a finish by the instrum ents 
at hand.

“The amendment p r o p o s e s to adc 
•the following provisions to the Stat* 
Constitution: 
"The Legislature is authorized and 
directed to provide for the creation 
establishment, 
construction, 
mainte 
nance and repair of a system of im 
j roved 
highways 
throughout 
th*

The culling of i>oultry for vigor 
and 
vitality should 
be continuous 
throughout the year. 
In fact, any­ 
time an undesirable bird is found she 
should be culled out. 
In addition, 
the entire flock should 
be culled 
systematically once each year. 
In looking over ana culling birds 
throu g h o u t this section, I have noted 
two very im portant things. 
I have 
culled out as high as seventy-five per 
cent of certain people’s birds. 
When 
you cull out as large per cent or more 
than this, it surely does not show up 
very highly for the ability of one as 
a poultry raiser. 
I find a great num ber of people 
raising birds w ho really do not know 
the least about the parent stock of 
the fowl. 
This is very important: 
in fact, it is tile basis of the produc­ 
tion of poultry. 
Buies you are rais­ 
ing birds from a proven tested record 
fowl, you can not have much success 
in culling. 
Then, again, how can we 
give our birds a fair chance at the 
culling time if we have not provided 
properly for them to be good layers? 
Tile best layer with improper can 
will very soon be culled out as an 
unprofitable bird. 
If you really want 
to give your birds a fair chance be­ 
fore the culling, stop feeding them 
hap-hazardly. 
Be doubly sure that 
you are giving them a true balanced 
ration of mash. 
Do not think that 
because your birds are doing fairh 
well nowr on your mixture that every 
thing is setting lovely. 
Keep an accurate daily record o! 
what these birds have done th ru th* 
winter months. 
Almost anyone can 
raise chickens with ra th e r good sue 
cess th ru th** warm days, blit what i 
am a fter is not to see a lull in » gg 
production a soon as November si ts 
in, but a continuation of a fair eg- 
production thru the cold months also 
Therefore, it behooves us to see that 
we haw given the birds a lair chanci 
to be good stu n if it’s in teir makint 
at culling time. 
Get away from the 
poor-constructed poultry house habit 
Then when you do cull, cull with a 
purpose to build only for a paying 
I lock of birds.

The pelvic bones should Tie straight 
and fa r apart, ranging in thickness 
from one-sixteenth to three-fifths of 
an inch, including the skin and the 
gristle. 
Inflexible and crooked pelvic 
bones indicate poor layers. 
The vent, 
the legs and the beek should be of 
a palish color, as the bright yellow 
indicates a poor layer. 
After your hens have gone to roost 
following a rather heavy feed that 
night, m ake a careful note of all your 
light crops. 
Follow these points and I arn sure 
you will have a fair success in your 
culling. 
Remember this applies only 
to the mererian breeds on a w h o le, 
generally.— Al Olston.

The German Offer. 


By occupying the Ruhr the French 
have at least got from the German 
governm ent a concrete proposal on 
the subject of reparations. 
The pro­ 
posal was not satisfactory to France; 
no one expected that it would be. 
It m entions seven billion dollars or 
thereabouts 
as 
the sum 
Germany 
m ight under certain conditions be 
able to pay, altho there have been 
numerous sem i-official statem ents to 
the effect that ten billion dollars was 
the sm allest sum that France and 
Belgium would consider. 
The gap between seven billions and 
ten billions of dollars is not, however, 
the discouraging feature of the Ger­ 
man offer, for the note from Berlin 
expressly intim ated that negotiations 
m ight result in an agreem ent to pay 
more than seven billions. 
The d iffi­ 
culty is that the Germans declare 
that the fulfillm ent of their obliga­ 
tions “depends on the stabilization of 
their currency,” as if the allied na­ 
tions were responsible for the depre­ 
ciated mark or could by them selves 
do anything in particular to restore 
its value. 
The fall of the mark is the 
result of a policy directed deliberately 
from Berlin; 
it can tie stopped only 
by a reversal of that policy; 
and so 
far there has been no serious effort 
to restore it. 
The German offer also implies that 
the seven billion dollars can be raised 
only th ru an international loan. 
YTet 
the bankers of the world have not 
shown any willingness to lend so 
large a sum to Germany and wull 
lend it nothing until the government 
can balance its budget and stabilize 
its currency. 
Apparently therefore 
the Germans have merely offered an 
inadequate sum, to be paid under 
conditions th a t are not likely to be 
complied with. 
T h at the offer would 
be rejected was a m atter of course. 
Nevertheless, it may be the first 
step toward a settlement. 
Political 
necessity obliges the Berlin govern­ 
ment to take ra th e r high ground at 
present; it could not give in at once 
to the French without losing what 
slender popularity it has. 
But why 
should it not recede little by little 
from its position until it reaches a 
point where serious negotiations can 
take place? 
It has begun to feel j 
about for a way out of its difficulties; j 
it must find a w’av out of the situa- j 
tion in the R u h r or go under. 
We do I 
not think that it will prove at all ; 
impossible to reach an understanding 
on the am ount that is to be paid by 
way of reparation. 
The hard part of 
the negotiations will come when the 
Germans are called upon to offer j 
some 
form 
of 
guaranty 
that 
the 
French will accept, and when they 
try to find some one to lend them 
the necessary money. 
They can not 


borrow much while the authorities in 
Berlin continue to regard it aa good 
business to depreciate the currency.

Fifty dollars a week clear profit 
from one phase of a general farm 
business is not bad, especially from 
a line that has been developed within 
the past year.

farm er of Central Georgia is doing 
He is by no means a poultry specialist 
but, like a number of good farmers 
of his county, he became interested 
in chickens last year and has found 
them so profitable th a t he is planning 
to double the size of his flock. 
In a recent statem ent published in 
his home-town paper he state that 
his eight hundred hens were netting 
him more than two hundred dollars 
a month clear profit. 
Wise county 
is coming into her own in the poultry 
business of late, and great prospects 
are indicative of some money-making 
in the poultry business here. 
The 
county has all the physical and nat­ 
ural resources that go to make her 
a big producer in poultry. 


SHEEP FORGING TO 
POPULAR POSITION 


Sheep have recently made such a 
phenominal advance in value that 
they are becoming very popular with 
farm ers as well as ranchmen, and 
there has been considerable trading 
and new flocks have been started on 
farm s and ranches where heretofore 
sheep 
have not been 
maintained. 
This is a worth-while movement, and 
while the market value of sheep is 
now extremely high it is probably a 
good time to sell and realize a profit 
and at the same time it would be 
poor policy to dispose of tile entire 
flock, for sheep that are well taken 
care of will produce a revenue each 
year at less cost than any other type 
of livestock on the farm or ranch. 
Farm ers and ranchmen are learn­ 
ing more each year about the various 
grades of wool and also how to con­ 
centrate and get the top price for 
their products. 
Competition among 
buyers 
promises 
to 
be 
extremely 
active this year and the price is much 
above the average of the last five to 
ten seasons. 
In fact, wool is selling 
locally almost three times at high as 
it did in 1921, some sale having been 
reported as high as sixty cents per 
pound. 
At this price there is con­ 
siderable profit from the wool over 
and above the cost of maintaining 
the sheep on the farm or ranch, and 
the increase in lambs which almost 
am ounts to one hundred per cent may 
be considered clear gain.

Agricultural club work is a grnat 
educational effort, the object which 
is to give boys between the ages of 
ten and eighteen years new practical 
instructions in correct agricultural 
methods, including the growing of 
crops, the breeding and feeding ot 
livestock and the marketing of farm 
products.

vocation of the farmer by demon­ 
strating that intelligent labor applied 
to the soil will bring returns some­ 
what commensurate with the returns 
in any other line of endeavor, and an 
independence in thought and action 
far superior to the possibilities of 
any other lines of work. 
Its ultimate object is to make rural 
life more pleasant and profitable and 
to maintain a high standard of citi­ 
zens of the farms of the nation.

To realize a greater gain from hogs 
the scrub stock must be banished. 
It has been proven time after time 
that pure breds gain more pounds of 
weight on the same feed than do 
scrubs. 
Corn-fattened pork is high meat. 
To get the full food value of corn 
it must be fed with tankage, butter­ 
milk or skimmed-milk with access to 
good grasses. 
Most farmers think a hog will not 
fatte nunless confined in a very small 
pen. 
Why they prefer a pen with 
all its filth and mire to an open grass 
pasture such as cow-peas, soy beans 
or clovers is difficult to understand. 
A hog thrives under clean sanitary 
conditions the same as does a person. 
A good pasturage is as important for 
profitable hog raising as a full corn 
crib. 
Another thing that is not given 
enough attention by the average hog 
raisers is the mode o? marketing. 
A 
bunch of hogs that are nearly the 
same size, shap and coloring will 
bring much more than a mixed drove. 
It does not pay to m arket all sizes.

We indorse and recommend and urge the utilization of ev< ry method or 
resource that will destroy oi even discommode the pest during the prolonged season when it is treacherously 
niching down the juices of prosperity’. 
Destruction of the first appearing weevils lessens tile total of work for 
the season in that a long breeding generation is then broken up. 
W here it is practicable and ecoomical to use 
p( son arsenate mixtures, v.e recommend these. 


From Prominent Greenwood Farm er. 
Jim. i 
W ashburn is a conscientious farm er of tile 
(Deenwood country who came to Wise co un ty seven- 
leen years ago as a refugee lrom boll weevil districts 
cl Eastern Texas. 
He was advised th a t *nere were no 
weevils in Wise County at that date, but on the con­ 
trary Mr. Washburn found them the next year after 
reaching here. 
He was severely disappointed but did 
not want to break up and move farther west. 
W hat 
he did then is what any intelligent farm er should do— 
settled down to a thoughtful study of the weevil and 
try to whip the pest in the light. 
Mr. W ashburn has 
fought the weevil one of the most thorough, consistent, 
intelligent and hardest lights the pest ever got from a 
fanner for every year of the seventeen years that he 
has been in Wise County. 
“ I spent many hours flat en my stomach in my cotton 
crop in the broiling sun studying the habits of the 
w e e v il,” said Mr. W ashburn. 
“ I went at night with a 
lantern to study what the weevil was doing at night. 
I planted cotton in my door yard where I could have it 
convenient lor experimenting with certain methods of 
fighting which I had figured out and to see what effect 
chickens would have in warring the weevil. 
I flailed 
this cotton with brushes and fed my chickens in it to 
see what the effect would be. 
“ Down in my field I designated and marked two 
stalks of cotton and daily as I went by there I gave the 
stalks a kick with my foot and in the fall one of these 
stalks had put on twelve well-filled bolls and the other 
eighteen, while on all the stalks all around there was 
nothing. 
The weevils had cleaned the crop. 
“ Ten years ago my neighbor planted fifty-two acres 
of cotton. 
The same year on identical the kind of land 
I planted forty-six. 
My neighbor quit his cotton before 
July 4th. plowed it the last time and laid it by this 
early. 
I put some chain hobbles on my cultivator that 
would drag over the rows and kept up the cultivation 
of my crop all the way thru the month of August, up 
until the rime when the bolls began to crack open. 
I 
picked tweuiy-two bales from my crop and my neighbor 
picked seven and one-half bales from his. 
“I have had so many different experiences with fight­ 
ing the pest th at I stand absolutely convinced that a 
man can make a cotton crop if he wants to and will 
fight hard enough from the very earliest date in the 
season clear on thru the year until the crop is made 
and safe. 
I tell my farmer friends th at they can raise 
cotton if they want to bad enough and will fight. Fight 
with a brush, or a pole, or sacks or hobbles on the 
cultivator that will drag over and agitate the plants. 
J believe in agitation, constant agitation, never letting 
up, the oftener the better, every day if possible, at least 
twice every week.

and the eggs on the punctured squares it catches. 
‘Cm year my wife and myself and children gathered 
the punctured squares by hand and destroyed them, 
and that year we made all the cotton we wanted. 
“ So my message to the farmer is to fight, wage an 
un-ening war and he may jaise cotton and be prosper­ 
ous. 
Don t think it can be dont any other way in the 
face of this pest for it can not. 
I have lived in two 
sections where the weevil, unfought and unmolested, 
destroyed everything. 
But farmers in Wise County can 
assuredly raise cotton if they will try. 
Tne trouble is 
that, as a rule, they quit the crop too quickly and turn 
it over to the weevils to clean up, 
By that road lies 
poverty and hardship.’' 


Used Sack Saturated with Oil to Fight Pest. 
” 1 used in lighting the weevil Just year a sack sa t­ 
urated with oil attached to the cultivator so that it 
would drag over the plants and that is the method I 
shall follow again. 
I made half a bale to the acre when 
the average in my neighborhood was only one-quarter. 
I attribute ray better yield to the us*' of the sa< k and 
my method of preparing the ground for the planting. 
Early in the season last year some neighbors became 
discouraged and plowed tip their cotton and planted the 
land to other crops but J kept on with tile above result. 
The man who will watch his crop, get up and light will 
make some cotton anyhow.”

Used Four Hilt Machines with (.leat Success. 
“ The men on my place ran four Hitt weev il catchers 
while cultivating the cotton crop last year. 
The result 
was so satisfactory that I believe fully in the efficacy 
of the machine to catch and destroy weevils.

tinued the use of the machines all the season gathering 
weevils, punctured squares and many other kinds of 
issects that might be harmful to growing plants.

machines are going to be in use again this season with 
the addition of one which I shall buy.”

Makes Half-Bale Cotton to the Acre. 
“ In tile year of 1921 the boll weevil destroyed the 
cotton on my place but we planted again last year. 
We 
bought two Hitt weevil1 catchers to begin with arid 
hoped by their aid to make a crop. 
Early in August 
the cotton was doing well and I was busy rebuilding a 
barn that a storm had torn down, having some of my 
neighbors to help me. 
A rain came at this date and 
shortly after I was advised by one of my neighbors w ho 
walked thru a sixteen-acre field of cotton to reach my 
place th a t the plants were literally swarming with 
weevils. 
I investigated and found the report true; 
weevils were running over the plants like ants and I 
decided they had br en blown in there by the storm. 
I hitched up two rigs with the catchers attached and 
put my children to going over the crop, and in order to 
adjust the machine I went the first two rounds myself 
and I estimated th at I caught in the oil of the pans an 
average of not less than three hundred weevils to the 
row. 
The children kept up the work and said that the 
average of three hundred weevils to the row was m ain­ 
tained thruout the field. 
W hen they had finished the 
job I sent them over the field again and this time not 
getting many weevils, I concluded the catchers had 
pretty well cleaned the pest the first run. 
I gathered 
seven and one-half bales of cotton off the field and I 
am certain that t would not have gotten anything had 
I not fought the weevils.”

Continual Disturbance of W eevil Beneficial. 
“ In 1 922 there was a three-acre patch of cotton on 
the edge of the town of Bfrtqi 
It was so situated that 
people living on the out' 
of town walked thru the 
patch daily going tr 
im town, making a trail 
running counterwis 
.lie rows. 
In the fall a fin*' 
yield of cotton app .ired on the cotton for a strip of 
four feet wide on each side of the trail, making an 
eight-foot strip of good cotton in a patch, the rem ainder 
of which was absolutely cleaned up by the boll weevil. 
My conclusion is that the pedestrians walking the trail 
kept the plants on each side disturbed and thus inter­ 
fered with the ravaging and breeding functions of the 
weevil. 
It appears to me that any mannei *>f p e rsiste n t 
agitation of the plants will help abate the weevil d a m ­ 
age, the oftener the better.”

“I used in fighting tile weevil last year a sack sat­ 
urated with oil attached to the cultivator so that it 
would drag over the plants and that is the method I 
shall follow again. 
I made half a bale to the acre when 
the average in my neighborhood was only one-quarter. 
I attribute my better yield to the use of the sack and 
my method of preparing th** ground for the planting. 
Early in the season last year some neighbors became 
discouraged and plowed up their cotton and planted the 
land to other crops but I kept on with tin* above result. 
The man who will watch his crop, get up and fight will 
make some cotton anyhow.”

Used Four Hilt .Machines with Great Success.

Makes Hall-Hale Cotton to the Ai re. 
“ In the year of 1921 the boll weevil destroyed the 
cotton on my place but we planted again last year. 
We 
bought two Hitt weevil* catchers to begin with arid 
hoped by their aid to make a crop. 
Early in August 
the cotton was doing well and I was busy rebuilding a 
barn that a storm had torn down, having some of my 
neighbors to help me. 
A rain came at this date and 
shortly after I was advised by one of my neighbors who 
walked thru a sixteen-acre field of cotton to reach my 
place that the plants were literally swarming with 
weevils. 
I investigated and found the report true; 
weevils were running over the plants like ants and I 
decided they had been blown in there by the storm. 
I hitched up two rigs with the catchers attached and 
put my children to going over the crop, and in order to 
adjust the machine I went the first two rounds myself 
and I estimated that I caught in the oil of the pans an 
average of not less than three hundred weevils to the 
row. 
The children kept up the work and said that the 
average of three hundred weevils to the row was main­ 
tained thruout the field. 
When they had finished the 
job I sent them over the field again and this time not 
getting many weevils, I concluded the catchers had 
pretty well cleaned the pest the first run. 
I gathered 
seven and one-half bales of cotton off the field and I 
am certain that t would not have gotten anything had 
I not fought the weevils.”

Continual Disturbance of Weevil Beneficial. 
“In 1 922 there was a three-acre patch of cotton on 
the edge of the town of Boyd. 
It was so situated that 
people living on the outskirts of town walked thru the 
patch daily going to and from town, making a trail 
running counterwise to the rows. 
In the fall a fin« 
yield of cotton appeared on the cotton for a strip of 
four feet wide on each side of the trail, making an 
eight-foot strip of good cotton in a pat h, the remainder 
of which was absolutely cleaned up by the boll weevil. 
My conclusion is that the pedestrians walk ng the trail 
kept the plants on each side disturbed and thus inter­ 
fered with the ravaging and breeding functions of the 
weevil. 
It appears to me that any mannei i f persistent 
agitation of the plants will help abate the weevil dam­ 
age, the oftener the better.”
